We had bzen on board 
the vessel so short atime that we were not 
acquainted with the names of the officers, 
and but few of the crew. There was one 
stowaway on board, who was lost, and we 
sent two ashore with the pilot at New 
ford. 

A CREW RESCUED.

Entertained by the Hing of Spain. 
New York, October 18.—A cable dispatch 
gives an account of the great courtesies 
shown by King Alphonso to General Grant 
at Viltoria.

PEACH TREES. 


It is just as easy to grow a good variety of 
peaches as a poor one, and it certainly is 
more profitable to have nice fruit.

There is but 
little trouble or expense in raising peaches, 
and it is easy to have healthy trees. After 
setting out trees, keep the middle of them 
trimmed so that the air can circulate freely 
through the heads. Never permit dead 
limbs or diseased ones to remain, but cut 
them close to the main limbs or branches. 
Do not leave snagyon the trees, as they work 
harm, Some fruit growers complain of the 
injury to their trees from borers or grubs, 
who accumulate about the bar, just below 
the suface of the soil. By examining the 
trees they find the grub some six inches 
below the ground. pon the trees pruned 
and kept low; occasionally stir the soil 
around the roots, and every spring apply 
superphosphate of lime, spreading it around 
the trees as far as the roots extend, forking 
it in lightly, then the h orchard will be 
in a nice fruitful condition and not ap} tv 
be troubled by borers or by disease.

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Arms for the Militia. 

The report of GeneralS. VY. Benet, chief 
of ordnance, is the first of the annual 
reports for the past fiscal year, that has 
been given to the public. It is nota doc- 
ument of remarkable interest, and yet it 
contains a few points worthy of notice. 
The recommendation of an appropriation 
of $900,000 for the manufacture of small 
arms during the next fiscal year, is cer- 
tainly of interest to the tax-payer. The 
appropriation for this purpose this year is 
only $100,000. General Benet urges the 
wisdom of an accumulation of arms of 
the latest pattern as a peace measure. He 
presents the moral effect of a large supply 
of guns. At present we have in store 
only 22,585 arms of the latest model— 
clearly net enough to operate as a quiet 
power in the determination of internal 
questions. The Springfield rifle receives 
an unqualified endorsement in the report. 

General Benet also wants a heavy ap- 
propriation for the purpose of buying 
heavy guns suited to the wants of our 
forts. He also wants a national powder 
mill, and depots for the storage of 
the explosive material that will 
prevent deterioration and loss. We skip 
these recommendations to reach the con- 
cluding pages of the report, which are 
devoted to the needs of the militia. The 
latest published returns show that the 
militia force stands: organized, 93,697; 
unorganized, 3,734,693. Gen. Benet be- 
lieves the whole body of the militia ought 
to be organized and disciplined as the 
constitution provides it should be, and 
that ample provision should be made for 
arming and equipping new organizations 
as rapidly as they are formed, until the 
militia is thus placed on a proper footing, 
ina condition to be efficiently handled 
when called out. The present appropri- 
ation is only $200,000. Ifthe militia is to

Nor content with the amount of gold 
that he has on hand, ($232,659,646 on the 
Ist of October) Secretary Sherman is ex- 
hausting every device to produce a con- 
traction of the currency. The order re- 
quiring the national banks to pay the ex- 
press charges on shipments of bank-notes 
to the treasury forredemption, was issued 
for that purpose. He expects to with- 
draw fifteen millions of greenbacks from 
circulation by it, and the figures show 
that his expectations will be met. The 
law requires the deposit of five per cent. 
of the national bank circulation in green- 
backs at the treasury to meet the ex- 
penses of the redemption and renewing 
of these notes. As the bank notes are 
sent in, greenbacks are returned in ex- 
change. When the entire amount of the 
bank notes is in circulation, a point which 
is now being rapidly attained, the five 
per cent. fund, which amounts to fifteen 
millions, is lying at the treasury with- 
drawn from circulation. On the day, 
October Ist, that this order went into 
effect, there was tothe account of this 
fund five millions in greenbacks, and 
there are now nine millions, and this 
amount is being daily increased, showing 
an increase in the legal tender reserve, or 
what is actually a contraction of the cur- 
rency, which amounts to over four mil- 
lions in a little over two weeks.

The Decay of Nationalism. 

The delusion that the Maine election 
created has been utterly dispelled by the 
October elections. At the end of much 
noise and more boasting the national ; 
leaders of Ohio came out with only 38,- 
000 out of 600,000 votes. Their strength 
in Indianavloes not exceed 30,000 votes. 
In Ohio not a single national was elected 
to any office, large or small. In Indiana 
they assisted in the election of three or 
four members of the legislature, and one 
member of congress. They do not con- 
trol a state in the union. They have no 
strength in the present congress, and in 
the next they will not haye much more. 
It is ridiculous to call such an organiza- 
tion a national party, and the folly of 
maintaining even the semblance of an or- 
ganization will be everywhere recognized 
after the November elections. 

Such a result is the most natural thing 
in the world. When men see that 
relief against the schemes of the gold 
ring can only be secured through the 
democratic party—that the existence of a 
third party only serves to weaken or, as 
in Ohio, defeat the cause of currency and 
tariff reform—when they appreciate the 
value of unity in the face of the eombi- 
nation of bankers, railroad land-grabbers 
and tariff monopolists that now possess 
the government, they will put their votes 
where they will do the most good. The 
national party has no power in any state 
or in congress.
